This is bull, pure and simple, as I've already 

pointed out more than once. The Constitution of this 
Nation does not anywhere, or in any sense, offer its 
protection to those nimble and virile laddies who gun 
the birds and the beasts.

The Constitution, in the Bill of Rights, simply 
asserts the right of State militias to be armed, to pro­ 
tect against the actions of a possibly predatory central 
government.

In a tuperb illustration of Big Lie technique, this 
protection has been extrapolated by the Gun Lobby 
to protect and bless the follower of game sports and 
the gun lover per se. "The right of the people to bear 
arms" la the way they put it.

It's important to realize, in any discussion of this 
problem, that no such right exists, or has existed. 
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Yet if gun lovers are really as much in love with 

their weapons as the NRA and the gun dealers are 
constantly suggesting, it is hardly likely that they will 
give up guns because they will need a license to shoot
